German Application No. DE 44 27 514 Al : At the transmitting station an additional 
transmitter is coupled to the optical fibre on which the local receiver receives messages from the 
transmitter at the distant receiving station. The monitoring signal is thus transmitted in the opposite 
direction to the incoming messages. At the receiving station a monitoring loop coupled this signal 
into the transmission fibre along which it is propagated, against the outgoing messages, to a 
monitoring receiver. The output of this is compared with the locally generated reference. This is 
used in secure optical telecommunication links. Protection against unauthorized tapping is improved 
significantly by direct monitoring without interference. 

Japanese Application No. 2000-48269 : PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide an 
intrusion position detection device which can detect an intrusion position inexpensively with high 
precision. SOLUTION: When an external force by an intrusion act is added to a position A, a 
polarized wave fluctuation occurs to a light which propagates in the positions A of optical fibers 4a 
and 4b the polarized wave fluctuation propagates in the optical fibers 4a, 4b and each of them is 
detected by polarized wave fluctuation detectors 1 1 a and 1 1 b. Then, on the basis of a time difference 
of timing in which the polarized wave fluctuation is detected at the polarized wave fluctuation 
detectors 1 la and 1 lb, the position A is detected by a computer 12.
